I started fooling with a DX-60B that I picked up at a hamfest a 
few weeks ago. 

I don't have a manual yet, but trapped as I am in the house, I decided to 
check out the transmitter. 


Its in pretty good shape. Everything lights up, the caps are OK, and there 
is B+. I can get around 50 watts out on 40 meters. 


A couple of questions: 


There seems to be some sort of wierd keying arrangement in this rig. 
Without a key plugged in, it is in key down condition. When I ground the 
line to the key jack, the rig goes key up. It is kind of backwards. Also, 
the key jack is a BNC. Wierd. Is this the setup for some sort of keyer or 
RTTY arrangement? How can I get it back to normal. What are all those 
diodes and transistors on the terminal strip near the center of the chassis 
(topside)? 


What kind of microphone should I use with this rig? I've experimented with 
a D-104, but I can't seem to get it to modulate. Power out drops to about 
10 watts when I switch from CW to AM. I think it is supposed to do that, 
correct?

Hello Rich. I had a HQ110 at one time but it did not exhibit the extreme 
non-linearity across the dial that yours does. Something is not quite right 


there. Check the OSC section of the main tuning capacitor and make sure that 
the plates are all in proper alignment. If the plates or even one of the 
rotor plates is bent it will throw the tracking all off. It's only a 
suggestion but I had a receiver that had that problem. It can be a very 
frustrating time when you can't get them to align according to the book.

Newark Electronics that I could piggyback an order for a Cinch-Jones plug? 
I would like to get the DC connector for my Drake PS-7 (TR7 supply), which 
is about 6 dollars and change, but in looking thru their catalog I am ata 
complete loss as to what else I could buy that would meet the 25 dollar 
order minimum. Everyone I could want is either pennies (caps, resistors) 
or extraordinarily expensive and not required (I can buy soldering irons 
and 

much other hardware/tools/rack stuff much cheaper here both new and 
used.... but NO electronics house around here stocks the type of 
Cinch-Jones the Drake uses, just other not useful types). 


If you might be willing to add my plug to your order with Newark or know 
of an easy source for the P-404CT (male version, 4 prongs, 1 circular 


polarity key) that I can get without a song and dance in order/shipping, 
I'd sure like to know. This, quite simply, will let me use the PS7 as a 25 
amp PS on things other than the Drake, thereby avoiding about 200 dollars 
spent on a utility p.s. I hope at least this is a hint for someone using a 
dedicated supply. 


For tube content - I have at last pondered the EF Johnson manuals enough 
to figure out how to use an external vfo into the things rather than 
crystals. EFJ is not altogether obvious on how to use vfos other than the 
EFJ models, so the manuals ("Scotch" at best in their content 
thoroughness) tend to bury the instructions inside a lot of detail as to 
how to rewire a VFO122 to use the power socket - god forbid one would want 
to use the same vfo on three or more different transmitters, given the 
degree of rewiring of the octal plug on the vfo). All the same, using a 
vfo with the requisite DC blocking capacitor on the Halli HT18 vfo did the 
trick and avoids the EFJ power plug gymnastics. I took the Halli to a tech 
college last fall and saw the output of this exciter/vfo was very pure and 
it can indeed by a useful standalone qrp rig if desired, though I would 
feel more at ease knowing the output goes through a PI network tuner and a 
low-pass filter nonetheless, just to be sure the fundemental is in the air 
and any remaining nasties are filtered out (even though we saw very little 
extraneous product on the spectrum analysis).

I have a whole bunch of meters which may be usable with R-390A and similar 


RXs. 


These meters were removed from used RT-671/PRC-47 transceivers. They're 
all made by either DeJur (Model 131) or Ideal (also Model 131), and have a 1 
3/4" square bezel with a 1 5/16" square hole pattern, the cast metal bezel 
is painted black. Scale is white text & graphic on black, upper scale is 
reasonably linear, with 8 major & 16 minor divisions. The lower scale is 
labelled "INPUT V." and has no real calibrations, lower 2/3 labelled "LO", 
upper 1/6 labelled "HI", and 1/6 of scale between "LO" and "HI" filled in 
with solid white. 

They are a 50 microamp DC movement and all have a DC resistance of from 
1000 Ohms to 2000 Ohms. Solder terminals on the rear, along with the text 
"SEALED DO NOT OPEN". The meter can be opened to get to the scale or to 
zero the pointer, but reassembly can be difficult (getting the rubber gasket 
to stay in place is tricky). 

The bezels show some minor paint scratches, but nothing major. No 
mounting hardware or mounting gaskets. 


I'd rate them about 7 or 8 out of 10. I'll sell tested ones for $18 each 
or $30 for a cosmetically matched pair, postpaid in the U.S. Please reply 
directly to me.

A rather mundane question: Does anyone have a KWM-2 with a serial number 
that carries a label number under 226. I just acquired one with that 
serial number and with a 100 Khz marker crystal date code of 5-59. I am 
sure that there someone has one with a double digit serial number. Just 
curious. 


This unit has some interesting features: 


1. The power socket on the rear apron is NOT the typical blue 
Amphenol socket but rather brown phenolic. The antenna 
connector on the opposite end is, however, the characteristic 
blue socket. No evidence whatsoever of any replacement. 


2. The metal insert on the main tuning control is rather plain 
not the spun finish. It also appears to have a clear plastic 


coating to protect the metal. 


3. The rear apron metal appears to have swirled finish. (I 
believe that this finish was mentioned in an earlier post) 


I recognize that these "differences" are rather superficial and not 
particularly noteworthy. Any comments would be appreciated. Thank you.

Speaking of Weller parts: 


I'm looking for some jobber out there that still has in stock, a 
left and right housing 
for the Weller WD-135 soldering Gun. The one I've used for the past 40 
years is getting a bit raggedy! 

For 'tips", I use and have been using, plain old #12 wire salvaged 
from Romex cable scraps. It works just GREAT. The homebrewed tips don't 
last quite as long as the ‘store bought" ones, but then they are awfully 
cheap! Radio Shack's tips fit the Weller small and large tipped guns. I do 
use the Radio Shack tips on my 250 watt Weller gun. The #12 wire is a bit 
light for this. I guess #10 wire might work on the big iron, but I haven't 
tried it. 

I also use an ancient American Beauty 100 watt iron I bought many, 
many moons ago. One of those things that lasts forever! It still has the 
old asbestos type "iron cord" power cable. I used to use them on my Weller 
iron too since they were so soft and flexible. They stopped selling them at 
the hardware store years ago. Funny how something that was in general use 
all of a sudden is a big hazard and gets banned! 

(I threw mine away when they got worn!)
